meals to voters at his Kohler, ~Wis., 
model village, with issuing favors 
such-as paper matches, contrary to 
law, •with, using corporation employ- 
es (the Kohler plant band) to pro- 
mote his election. 


KOHLEB'S VIEWPOINT 


The governor's demurrer argued 


that the corrupt practices act, which 
the Progressives' claim prohibit these 
things, thus demands qualifications 
for the office in excess of those set 
by the Constitution and is therefore 
unconstitutional. 


The executive also answered that' 


his filing of an expense account just 
short of the ?4,000 limit was true 
and that other money spent in- the 
election was used in his behalf by 
county and other organizations with- 
out his knowledge or»consent. 


The supreme court ruled that the 


legislature has power to enact laws 
prohibiting frauds and excessive use 
of funds in elections, said the argu- 
ments on amounts spent, who spent 
them, and how they were spent were 
beside the point of constitutionality 
and that the case therefore must go 
to trial on its merits. 


The case was started in Dane-co 


(Madison) and taken tp the Sheboy- 
gan circuit under change of venue, 
the governor alleging perjudice in 
the capital county, and demanding 
that his right to be tried in his home 
county be granted.

FOURDRINIER WIRE 


Rate Is Fixed by Conference 


Committee of Senate and 
House 


The tax on imported fourdrinier 


wires has been fixed by the confer- 
ence committee of the United States 
louse of representatives and the 
Senate at 50 per cent of the cost of 
wires laid down in Xew York, ac- 
cording: to information received here 
vesterday. 
This is an increase of 


20 per cent over the tariff now in 
effect and is 5 per cent less than 
asked by the fourdrinier wire manu- 
facturers. 
Yet in spite of the 
in- 


crease in tariff, imported -wires cost 
10 cents per square foot less laid 
tlown in New York than the average 
cost of production of domestic wires 
in American mills. 


The last tariff law fixed the tariff 


on fourdrinier wires at 85 per cent 
but soon after the law was enacted 
the customs court ruled that wires 
<-hould be classified as "parts of pa- 
per machinery and the tariff was cut 
to SO per cent which was equivalent 
to about 7,1 cents per square yard. 
Wire manufacturers, appearing be- 
fore the Houss ways and means 
committee, asked for a 55 per cent 
duty and that figure was adopted 
in the House bill, and was approved 
by the Senate committee, but the 
Senate finally fixed the tariff at 40 
per cent. In conference, however 
a compromise of 50 per cent 
was

Stewart robbed of $733 on Nov. 8, 
1929, were the first witnesses 
and 


they were on the 
stand all day 


Tuesday. 
R. D. Bishop, a filling station at- 


tendant at Black Creek, was called 
to the stand just before noon Wed- 
nesday. He told how he had heard 
the bank alarm go off and he ran to- 
ward the bank' and after being un- 
able to get a gun, with which he 
said he planned to shoot the robbers, 
he ran toward the bank to got a look 
at the men. 
^IDENTIFIES MAX 


As he'approached the bank, Bishop 


said, Lawrence came out and put a 
gun against his "stomach. He order- 
ed him to turn and walked to a vac- 
ant lot and Bishop said when 
he 


turned around the next time the pair 
v-as fleeing in a car. Bishop was 
positive in his identification of Law- 
rence, and the defense could not 
shake'.his "testimony.

FIRST PATENT ACT 


On April 10. 1790, Congress passed the first 


act providing for the granting of patents. 


This action was taken primarily to encourage 


useful discoveries and inventions in the arts and 
industries by securing to discoverers and inven- 
tors the exclusive benefits of 'the same. 


The year 1S3G really marks the beginning of 


a new era 5n the patent system ot the United 
States. In that year all previous statutes were 
repealed and a comprehensive act passed which 
brought the system .substantially into its present 
condition. Among other things, it created a pat- 
ent office to be attached to the Department of 
State, at the head of which was to be a commis- 
sioner o£ patents. It provided also for a board to 
bear appeals from the decisions o£ the commis- 
sioner against the patentability of an invention. 


The thinsr for which a patent is asked mu.st 


have three general characteristics: it must be 
an invention; it must be nc1", and it must be 
useful.

THE SCANDAL OF TONSILLECT- 


OMY. 6. SAFE DISPOSAL OF 


BAD TONSILS. 


In several recent talks about ton- 


sils here I have cited the report of 
Dr. Albert S. Welsh on the results 
of a pathologic study of 1,000 ton- 
sils which he examined after their 
removal in a dispensary in a large 
city in the middle west. That report 
was published back in 1927. I waited 
over two years to make any com- 
ment on th© matter here. In the in- 
terim I have sought the views of 
many representative physicians and 
a distinct reactionary feeling is un- 
questionably growing in the medical 
mind, towards the removal of tonsils 
and adenoids. I want readers who 
may have confidence in my teach- 
ings to understand that I am striv- 
ing earnestly to .present here, not 
just my personal-"notion—I always 
try to' make the fact clear when I 
do give my own opinion about any- 
thing—but th© present consensus of 
opinion of the best physicians. I may 
say that the views expressed in con- 
fidence by some excellent physicians 
have astonished me; especially so 
the candid declaration oC one man 
of recognized, ability, that he- be- 
lieves he sees as much trouble, both- 
in the throat and in the general sy- 
stem, in patients after they have 
had the tonsils removed by the best 
nose and throat specialists as these 
patients have had before the opera- 
tion. Several other good physicians 


heard this comment seemed 


inclined to agree with it. 


Altogether T think it is fair to say 


that the chapter of an era of. whole- 
sale tonsil and adenoid "removal has 
not been a proud one in the history 
of medicine. Indeed I should not 
dwell on it here, but for the tact that 
some of the profession seem disposed 
to^conlinue it. Have you a little tin 
doctor in your community'.' A social 
service worker, nurse, maybe a teach- 
er, \\lio lounds up the children of 
the poor and tho uneducated, takes 
'cm to tho clinic or dispcnsauy and 
has their tonsils and adenoids (if any) 
removed? That is the kind of crimin-

Sanhuber Describes Murder 
.of Oesterreich — Widow 


Called by Prosecutor 


Los Angeles — (S>) — The weird 


story of homicide, cladestine love, 
mystery and intrigue told by Otto 
Sanhuber. confessed, slayer of Fred 
Oesterreich, wealthy garment manu- 
facturer, here nearly eight 
years 


ago, drew the attention of the Los 
Angeles grand jury today. 


At the same time Mrs. "Walburga 


Oesterreich, comely widow of 
the 


garment manufacturer and object of 
Sanhuber's affections, was 
under 


summons to appear before District 
Attorney Burton Fitts for question- 
ing.Sanhuber yesterday elaborated on 
his story of the crime by revealing 
that his "overpowering love for Mrs. 
Oesterreich," prompted him to kill 
when he thought the woman was 
being tortured during a quarrel with 
her husband. 
Sanhuber, now 36 years old, said i 


he met Mrs. Oesterreich when he [ 
was 16. At that time he was a sew- 
ing machine mechanic repairing ma- 
chines in the Oesterreich 
garment 


factory in Milwaukee. She befriend- 
ed him, he said, and he responded 
with a loyal devotion. Shortly there- 
after in order to be near the woman, 
he took up his secret abode In a. 
cubbyhole attic room in the Oester- 
reich Milwaukee home. 


Later, when the wealthy manufac- 


turer and his wife moved to Los An- 
geles, Sanhuber followed and again 
took up residence in hidden rooms 
in houses occupied by the Oester- 
reichs. He was concealed in an at- 
tic compartment on the night of 
Aug. 22, 1922, when lie heard the 
Oesterreichs return from a party 
and start violently quarreling, he re- 
lated.
